Flight school 
shot down

PELHAM — After more 
than 30 years of teaching 
people to fly, the Welland 
Aero Center flight training 
program at Niagara Central 
Airport will soon be over. 

The Niagara Central Airport 
Commission distributed 
a media release, recently, 
announcing that it has ended 
its working relationship with 
the flight school run by Bruce 
MacRitchie. 

Barb Butters, a Ward 4 
Port Colborne councillor 
and chair of the commission, 
said the governing mem¬ 
bers “hoped that we would 
have been able to negoti¬ 
ate a satisfactory lease with 
Mr. MacRitchie for him to 
remain there with the flight 
school, but despite efforts on 
all sides we weren’t able to 
do that.”

Port High rallies support

PORT COLBORNE — Dave 
Schaubel said he’s been receiv¬ 
ing about 30 to 40 e-mails a 
day since the people of Port 
Colborne and Fort Erie learned 
last week that their high schools 
will be included in an accom¬ 
modations review. 

The District School Board of 
Niagara trustee representing the 
two communities said all those 
e-mails are asking him not to 
dose their high schools. 

“But that has not, to my 
understanding, ever been the 
intent of an accommodation 
review," Schaubel said. 

During the past few years, 
the same process has led to 
planned elementary school 
closures in Welland and 
two secondary schools in St. 
Catharines, induding West Park 
and Kemahan Park. 

"What I’m saying is that in the 
case of the elementary schools

An online poll conducted by 
the newspaper had 165 voters 
saying the accommodation 
review would not result in the 
school's closure, compared to 
118 votes saying it could dose 
and 31 saying maybe. 

An online petition at www. 
change.org/petitions/save-port- 
high#has also garnered more 
than 85 signatures recently. 

Even if the review does ulti¬ 
mately recommend the clo¬ 
sure of Port High, something 
Schaubel doubts will happen 
— he vowed to fight tooth and 
nail to preserve the schooL 

"I will, with every bit of 
my being, fight to keep Port 
Colborne High School open,” 
he said. “Personally, there’s 
nothing in me that wants that 
school closed, and I will fight 
any even remote possibility that 
says we’re going to close Port 
High.”

City, trustees work to keep high schools open

“I think it’s absurd and I 
will fight with every fibre of 
my being to keep it open. I 
think it’s the wrong move to 
do that” 

Port Colbome Mayor Vance 
Badawey said the city will also 
work hard to keep Port High 

Currently, however, 
Schaubel said there’s no talk 
about school closures. 

“I have not heard from any 
of the trustees or any of the 
seniors officials that there is 


even a hint that we’re closing 
schools. Obviously, we have 
too many students between 
the three high schools (includ¬ 
ing Port High, Ridgeway- 
Crystal Beach and Fort Erie). 
I don’t know where that goes 
where Fort Erie is concerned, 
since two of the schools are in 
Fort Erie.” 

He said Port High is doing 
“as good if not a better job 
than the vast majority of all 
the secondary schools in the 
Niagara peninsula.” 

“I am nothing but amazed 
by the programming opportu¬ 


nities and educational oppor¬ 
tunities that Port High does." 

But the programs offered 
there and academic achieve¬ 
ments of students likely won’t 
be taken into consideration in 
the accommodation review, 
Schaubel added. 

“It’s more pupil space, 
building size, renewal cost” 
Schaubel said his reasons 
for pushing for the accommo¬ 
dation review that includes 
the schools in his jurisdiction 
in the hope of freeing up fund¬ 
ing for those school. 

“If your school is up for 


accommodation review, you 
can’t spend any real money on 
that school,” he said. “You do 
the things that are necessary, 
but you cannot do any real 
extras, which means I have 
three secondary schools that 
are totally on hold financially 
because we can’t do anything 
to them until the review is 
done. I want the review done.” 

Meanwhile, he said antici¬ 
pated provincial govern¬ 
ment cutbacks will mean less 
money for any school renewal 
projects. 

“And my reason for promot¬ 


ing and pushing this is that 
I really believe if there are 
monies available now, I want 
them. I’m not sure that that’s 
going to be the case next year 
or the year after.” 

Badawey said the city will 
be part of the accommoda¬ 
tions review process, ensuring 
that Port High stays open. 

“This is something that we 
continually work on with the 
Ministry of Education and 
the school board, to make 
sure they recognize what is 
happening with the region’s 
growth plan — how it's really 


driving a lot of the growth in 
the future to the south end of 
the region,” he said. 

He said the municipality 
is also ensuring the board is 
aware of Port Colbome’s ini¬ 
tiatives that could also ben¬ 
efit students, such as the new 
Health and Wellness Centre 
twin-pad arena and indoor 
pool under construction on 
the city's east side. 

It’s a facility the students 
could take full advantage of 
rather than build compo¬ 
nents of that centre within the 
schools, he said.

New airport manager to promote airport, seek new

The commission has given 
Welland Aero Centre and its 
seven staff members 60 days 
to wrap up operations at the 
airport, located on River Rd. in 

Butters said “it was not an 
easy decision to make.” 

“There was a lot of soul 
searching that went into it. 
What we were trying to have 
here was a fair deal with Mr. 
MacRitchie. But despite our 
efforts, we could not come to a 
conclusion that was satisfactory 
— and believe me we tried. It is 
unfortunate beyond measure.” 

In addition to running his 
flight school, MacRitchie has 
been overseeing ongoing main¬ 
tenance and management of 
the airport 

That’s something the com¬ 
mission is changing as well. 

Butters said die commission 
signed a contract with a new 
airport manager — concluding 
a request for proposal process 


manager will be responsible 
for promoting the airport and 
bringing in more business. 

“The new manager is going 
to be out there very actively 
looking to see what other folks 
there are that perhaps will want 
to do a flight school and what¬ 
ever related businesses may 
want to come there. It’s kind of 
early days, but we’re trying to 
move forward as quickly and 
efficiently as we can.” 

Ward 6 Coun. Jim Larouche, 
one of Welland’s representa- 
dves on the airport commis¬ 
sion, called it a “very, very 
tough decision” to end the 
commission’s relationship with 
MacRitchie. 

MacRitchie said he's “deeply 
disappointed” by the decision. 

“I’m really hoping this can 
be resolved,” he said, adding he 
hopes to have a better under¬ 
standing of the situation by the 
end of the week. 

“I have commitments to 
instructors. I have commit¬ 


ments to staff,” he said. 

If MacRitchie is forced to 
close the flight school, he said, 
the commission will hire one 
new manager, “but I’m going to 
lay off seven.” 

“I doesn’t make sense.” 

MacRitchie has been working 
to develop a partnership with 
niagara College in the hope of 
establishing a diploma program 


for commercial pilots. 

Butters said the commis¬ 
sion remains “very supportive 
of that initiative,” adding it’s 
something she’d still like to see 
happen “whether it's with Mr. 
MacRitchie or somebody else.” 

But Larouche said 
MacRitchie is “the main ingre¬ 
dient for that proposal” 

“He did all the homework, all 


the research.... It was Bruce’s 
brainchild and I’m convinced 
that it would be very difficult for 
someone who doesn’t have the 
experience and knowledge and 
expertise that he has to try and 
pull something like that off,” he 

Butters said MacRitchie is 
welcome to submit a proposal 
to operate the flight school at 
the centre, along with any other 
interested party. 

“The bottom line is things 
could not stay status quo,” she 
said. “The airport is not sustain¬ 
able if you do not have growth 
... that’s a pretty big burden on 
the backs of those taxpayers.” 

The airport is subsidized to 
the tune of about $1 per resi¬ 
dent in contributions from each 
of the four municipalities it 
serves: Welland, Port Colbome, 
Pelham and Wainfleet 

Instead of relying on taxpay¬ 
ers, Butters said, the commis¬ 
sion hopes to “move the airport 
in a direction that new revenues 
will come in and we’ll be able 


business 

to do the work out there that 
needs to be done.” 

"Otherwise, we’re not going 
to have an airport,” she said. 

Pelham Mayor Dave 
Augustyn, who served on the 
airport commission before 
Ward 1 Coun. Richard Rybiak 
took over the position, said he 
hopes the airport will be able to 
reach its potential as a result of 
new management 

"Right now and for the last 
— forever — there really hasn't 
been that point person, des¬ 
ignated staff overseeing the 
airport Brace MacRitchie who 
has been there for more than 30 
years has certainly done a fabu¬ 
lous job in terms of the Welland 
Aero Centre, but the overall 
airport, there hasn’t been an 
overall manager taking care of 
all of the responsibilities of the 
airport,” augustyn said.

New south Niagara 
hospital is best choice 


M ost of the time, public-opinion survey results are 
little more than the cure for insomnia. They’re 
useful enough but often tell us less about what we think as 
a community than pollsters would have us believe. Take 
the polls before the recent alberta election, for instance. 

The polling showed an easy win by the upstart Wild Rose 
party. The result? a commanding victory by the old-school 
Progressive Conservatives that left the Wild Rose party in the 
dust and the pollsters embarrassed. 

Every once in a while, though, polls and surveys uncover 
something worth reading about if for no other reason than 
it exposes the contradictions inherent in human thinking, 
a few years ago, for instance, an angus Reid poll showed 
that while most Canadians accepted evolution as fact, 42% 
of respondents also believe dinosaurs and humans lived 
together. It's a contradiction akin to saying the rain is dry, or 
Toronto Maple leafs are champions. 

Which brings us to a survey about local health care. The 
survey, commissioned by Niagara Health system supervisor 
Kevin smith, showed 76% of Niagara residents support a new 
hospital in the southern part of the region, smith wants a new 
hospital to replace the aging facilities in Welland, Niagara 
Falls, Fort Erie and Port Colbome. 

And here is where the survey results exposed a bit of 
cognitive dissonance in Niagara: some 60% of respondents 
want the new hospital, but don’t want to close the old ones. 

Yes, it would be great if we all had full-service hospitals 
across the street. We’ve grown used to the idea, haven’t we? 
Every community, big or small, is accustomed to having a 
hospital within its borders. 

But it’s like Jawaharlal Nehru once said: “Facts are facts 
and will not disappear on account of your likes.” and the facts 
are pretty straightforward. Our older hospitals are inefficient, 
have outlived their usefulness, were designed before the 
reality of super bugs like C. difficle and the rigors of 21st 
century medical care. Just maintaining them as they are is an 
expensive proposition. In this sort of cash-strapped era, there 
isn’t the money to keep them open and build something new. 

There is an undeniable emotional attachment to the 
community hospital. But what makes us feel comfortable and 
what is actually in our best interest are not often the same 

Niagara needs to start thinking like a region rather than 
isolated communities and make choices with the head, not 
the heart. 

A new hospital for south Niagara is the best choice, let the 
past rest easy while we move toward a better future.

O ne of the memories our four 
adult children have of their 
late “Papa” is the imaginary, but very 
real, characters he invented for their 
bedtime listening. 

There was rarely a time, when 
visiting us, that Dad was not asked 
for and gladly provided, the ongoing 
story of Drippy and Droppy. These 
characters are two water drops, 
travelling together all over the 
world on airplane wings, in rivers, 
on the paddles of canoes, on the 
windshields of cars, in clouds and 
thunderstorms and wherever else 
dad's imagination would take them. 

All our kids would be squished 
together around dad as he told the 
story and he looked the part of the 
“Papa” that he loved so much. 

The one amazing thing about these 
two droplets is that after all their 
ongoing adventures, they always 
came home by some process or travel 
and that was the signal that it was 
now time to go to bed. The end of the 
Journey was always met with some 
sighs, groans and gentle complaints 
to continue the journey to new 
places. This is where mom and dad 
would call the kids to head off to bed, 
after prayers. 

At the request of our kids, as they 
got older, and when " Papa” was 


not present, I was given the task of 
continuing the tradition of sharing 
the adventures of Drippy and 
Droppy’s to places unknown. Now I 
was under pressure to think on my 
feet, or better said, on my back. 

I still don’t really think I was the 
best at it because "Papa" was always 
the first choice for "Drippy and 
Droppy” whenever he was around. 
There must be something special 
about a "Papa” telling stories that 
gives more flavour for the children. 

Dad is no longer with us but his 
life and the tradition of Drippy and 
Droppy continues on in our adult 
children’s lives with the telling of 
the adventures to their kids (our 
grandchildren). 

Also, I have become the "Papa" and 
now, whenever the grandchildren 
come to our house, we pile on the 
bed and I become the teller of the 
ongoing saga.

According to St John of Damascus, then, 
we who are alive can also be with Jesus in 
Paradise today, as we read the Bible, for 
the Bible is a garden, a Paradise, where the 
Holy Spirit sends his song into our hearts.

His song is about peace with God 
through Christ and holiness before God 
through his own divine power 
Many peoplefindthe first chapters of 
Genesis difficult But the Bible is not an 
astrophysics textbook; it is not a chemistry 
or geology textbook; rather, it is a garden 
of commandments, salvation history, 


letters and good news. It is a garden 
whose colors and scents lead us to Jesus 
Christ and the salvation that he is. 

The opening chapter of Genesis teaches 
us that light, darkness, sky, oceans, 
land, herbs, trees, sun, moon, birds, 
sea creatures, land animals and human 
beings are not gods but were made by God 
the Creator of all things. 

The second chapter starts by teaching 
us that we should live week by week, 


seven days at a time, and rest on the 
seventh day. But if mankind was created 
on the sixth day, the seventh day was 
actually mankind’s first day.

At once we might object that the 
universe is billions of years old, and so it 
is. But as far back as the fourth century, 

St Augustine taught that the six days of 
creation were periods of time, and that 
God created seed forms that developed 
into the various creatures over these 
periods of time.

Foggia rushed outside to 
find a group of neighbours 
at the scene. "They were 
trying to lift the car off him," 
he said. 

That's when Foggia went 
and got his small tractor, 
equiped with a front-end 
loader, and with the help of 
his neighbours they slowly 


hoisted the car from the 

“We basically took the 
weight off him,” he said. 

Neighbour Don Dussault 
also saw the crash, which 
happened at 8 p.m. “I just 
saw this ball of steel flying 
through the air,” he said, 
noting the vehicle came to 
rest right-side up on the 
edge of the ditch. 


He said everyone in the 
area snapped into action to 
try and help. 

“It was the first time I’ve 
ever seen anything like 
that,” he said. “We didn’t 
save him, that’s the sad 

Niagara Regional Police 
said the Volkswagen 
Golf was headed west on 
Lakeshore Rd. when the 


driver failed to negotiate a 
bend in the road. 

The vehicle veered out of 
the north side of the road¬ 
way and police said the 
driver over corrected, caus¬ 
ing the car to roll a number 
of times. 

The driver was ejected 
from the vehicle.
